times. There is something magnetic 
about the words “New World Order.” 
They give us a chance as pseudo ec: 


onmists, social workers etc. to express 
our thoughts and give a panacea for 
the ills of the present society. Several 
suggestions have been promoted. We 
have President Roosevelt’s Freedoms, 
then again the Atlantic Charter, but 
these at their best are but generaliza- 
tions. Is it not true that we should 
have some further pronouncements 
with thought for their more detailed 
implementation? In a general way 
we know that it will mean a change, 


but cannot we, the citizens - who are 
the state, know more of the demands 
that will be made upon us? It is true 


that we are prosecuting a total war but 
it is equally true that there are still 
some experts who could be working on 
this all important matter, as a commi- 
sion, and make known their recom- 
mendations from time to time. In all 
probabilty they would not meet with 
unanimous approval but public opinion 
could be educated to accept their pro- 
posals. We cannot confine them to 
our own borders but must be ready to 
implement them internationally. Some 
nations will readily accept them others 
will have to be treated as pathological 
cases within community.. It may per- 
haps take several generations of care- 
ful guidance and education to elimin- 
ate the undesirable qualities and re- 
place them with the better values of 
life. Weare not going to make any 
suggestions regarding the inaugeration 
of this, as there are others who are 
much better qualified to work out the 
details. Weare in accord with the 
Four Freedoms. The unconscious fear 
of the future in the human race must 
be eliminated and replaced witha 
sense of security. If their suggestions 
do not meet with our own theories let 
us keep an open mind and be ready to 
study and try to understand them and 
the reasoning which lies behind them, 
Our voices should be heard at the mo- 
ment asking for the details. Effort 
must be expended now if we are not 
only to “win the war” but “win the 
peace” and establish a New World Or- 
der which history in future days will 
regard as a step forward in the prog: 
ress of civilization. —Contributed

At a meeting of the Strathmore loc- 
al branch of the Alberta Farmers 
Union, held in the Memorial Hall Mon- 
day afternoon, Mr, Nichols, Provincial 
Secretary, stated that the main objec: 
tive of the Union is to obtain parity 
price. Parity price, he explained, is 
that price which will assure thata 
reasonabie relation exists between 
What the farmer pays for what he has 
to buy and what he receives for what 
he has to sell. 

Farming, he pointed out. was the 
enly itiustry geared tc wartime pro- 
duction before war was declared. Had 
any other war industry been geared to 
such a peak production, it would have 
been highly praised, but the overpro- 
duction of wheat is looked on asa 
curse, 

The people of Western Canada can’t 
make a living supplying a living for 
everyone else, he declared. 
all the good wheat, oats and barley be- 
ing raised in the West we have ac- 
cumulated a debt of over $800,000,000, 
And this despite the fact that Alberta 
produces more per man per acre than 
any other place in the world. 

Farmers must organize, Mr. Nichols 
declared, and make their voice heard 
through their organization. He heart- 
ily agreed with Mr. MacKenzie King’s 
Statement that unless the New Order 
is on its way before the war is over, 
come about. This new 
order, the speaker suggested, will not 
necessarily be better unless the people 
see that it is- He said that the farm- 
ers must be in a _ position, through 
their organization to present. their 
viewpoint and then be able to back it 
up. They must be sure of just what 
they want and then, through their or- 
ganization, demand it. 

There is plenty of money for des- 
truction now so there should be plenty 
of money for construction after the 
war. He advocated that electricity, 
water and other conveniences should 
be as available to farmers as they are 
to people in the cities,

If such organization were 
brought into the farming industry, 
many farmers might have to reduce 
their wheat production but, he said, 
why grow what you cannot sell and 
what really becomes a liability to save.
